NOTICE OF NON-RESPONSIVE AMENDMENT 

Applicant's response filed May 2, 2006 to the Notice of Non-Responsive Amendment dated April 3, 2006, has been received and 
entered into the present application. Applicant's election of the species of photosensitizers of claim 13 is acknowledged. 

It is noted, however, that Applicant has neglected to elect a SINGLE species of photosensitizing agent from claim 13 consonant with 
the requirement under 35 U.S.C. 121 that was set forth at pages 4-5 of the previous Office Action. A proper reply to this notice will 
reiterate the election of the group of invention and will set forth Applicant's election of the photosensitizing agent to be examined. 

It is further noted that the claims from which the photosensitizing agent is to be elected (i.e., present claims 13-15) recite both a "first 
photosensitizer" and a "second photosensitizer". A proper reply to this notice will set forth the identity of the first photosensitizing 
agent that is elected for examination and, if it is different than the second photosensitizing agent, the reply should also set forth the 
identity of the second photosensitizing agent that is elected for examination.
